Allowed Claims 

Claims 1-5, 7-17, 20-49, 81, 82, 84-87 and 89-96 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art because no 
reference, or reasonable combination thereof could be found which disclose, suggest or 
teach of enabling a player to select a digit position for each selected digit, one at a time, 
after the player already knows what a value of that digit is, as set forth in claims 1,13, 
25, 31, 81,95 & 96 

It is noted that the closest prior art of the record. Rose (65891 14) teaches of 
generating and displaying symbols, in each of the symbol positions along the payline at 
substantially the same time, with no player control or choice over which symbols will be 
associated with and displayed in which symbol positions. However the reference of 
Rose, fails to teach of enabling a player to select a digit position for each selected digit.
